A CURIOUS CASE. - 


PUISNE JUDGE'S 
CONFESSION. 
Describing the case as one of 
the. most curious ever to come 
before him in sixteen years’ ex- 
perience, the Puisne Judge (Mr. 
Justice Gompertz) gave judgment 
this morning in an action which 
has been engaging his attention 

for several days past, 

‘An Indian money-lender. 
named Hakam Singh, of Wan- 
chai, sued a Chinese whom he 
said was “Chang Fook,” a 
broker of the Wing On Company. 
for $620 due on a promissory 
note dated as far back as Noverh- 
der 15th., 1922. ; : 

During the hearing of the case 
the following facts were elicited: — 
Plaintiff loaned a sum of money 
to a Chinese, who signed the 
note‘ Chang Fook,” there being 
the signature of another Chinese 
named“ Chow Tack” also at- 
tached, together with a stamp 
purporting to be the chop of the 
Wah Lee Cémpany. The money 
was never repaid. and- plaintiff 
issued a writ against “Chang 


Fook”, citing him as being 8 
broker of the Wing On Company. 
When the’ bailiff went to serve 


| 


and pointed out a 
man as. being the defen- 
dant, but that man’s came 
proved to be Kong Pui-yin, 
who is the Secretary of the Wing 
On Company. The Wing On 
Company wrote saying they had 
never hada man mamed “Chang 
Fook” in their employ, nor had 
they a broker. Mr. Kong Pui- 
yin denied that the signature 
“Chang Fook” .was his and said 
that he had never borrowed any 
money from plaintiff. A question 
of identity. therefore arose. 
Plaintiff said that for a long time 
he,could not. find the man to 
whom the money. was given, but’ 
eventually he discovered him to 
be Mr. Kong Pui-yin, who joined 
the Wing On Company after the 
money was tent. The plaintiff 
called two witnesses, one 
of*--whom..- said -. he... intro- 
duced the plaintiff to. the defen- 
dant before the money was lent. 
Defendant denied all knowledge 
of the loan and yesterday called
